Hard Hit By Boycott | 
Movement. 


Dairen, November 23. 

The , Chinese economic boycott, 
China's paesive retaliation for the 
occupation: of Manchuria, is playing 
havoc with Japan's ‘large carrying 
trade along the China coast. Japin-| 
ese shipping is carrying | less and 
less, both of passengers and freight. 
In fact, conditions ‘are so bad that 
the Nisshin Kisen Kaisha which is 
engaged in the Yangtsze trade, has’ 
had to lay up its fleet .of vessels. 

It is ‘apparent also that the 
Dairen Kisen Kaisha vessels plying 
between Dairen and Shanghai are], 
doing little more than carry traffic 
brought from Europe by the trans- 
Siberian railway and a small pro- 
portion of the large number of 
Chinese stecrage passengers’ who 
are leaving Manchuria owing to 
the disturbed conditions there. 

For Japanese ships plying be- 
tween Shanghai and Tientsin - the 
position is even worse. Japanese 
officials describe how very recently 
a Japanese coaster left Shanghai 
for North China’ with only one 
passenger in the first and second 
claases. 

The situation as he described it 
was not without humour.
